It has come to' light that Inter-
ested parties, more particularly In
Bouth Omaba and Dundeo, who have
Mo representation on  the present
commission because chonen before
the achlevement of annexation, have
been seeking legal advice as to un-
doing the eommission plan and going
back to the old system of ward coun-
cilmen which would insure & member
from the annexed territory,

Find One Proviaion.

Looking up tha commisalon plan law
they have found a provision for a oity to
get out of the cpmmission plan class in
the same manner that it got Into it. The
soclion relating to the abandomment of
the commission plan applles to any olty
whish may have opernted for mors than
four years under the set and prescribes
the axact meihod of procedurs. A petition
must be presented signed by qualified
eslectors of the city equal to 25 per cent
of the highsat vots cast for any of the
counellmen at the laat election, which In
the case of Omaha, would take about 3,000
names. Tha petition must ba checked up
and wverified by the eity clerk and the
proposition submitied at a special election
in the form of this quesation:

“Hhall the city of Omaha abandon its
organisation under the commission plan
law and become a ofty under the general
law of the state governing cities of the
metropolitan class?’
